LET THE REPORTER ATTEND. 
Ttere is some curiosity to learn upon 


what the writ of halicus foriiut, that stayed 
the execution of Kemmler was based. He 
is the man m New York who was con- 
demned to suffer death by electricity. 
The 


wnt came from a U S. court and was ob 
tamed on the application of Koger M. Sher- 
man, a lawyer of New 1 ork city. 
The con- 


cern of the Federal government in the case 
of a man condemned to death under the 
laws of a state was rather hard to see. 
Mr. 


Sherman has made public the particular 
provisions upon which he relied in securing 
his writ. 


The eighth amendment to the constitution 


of the United States provides ' Excessive 
bail <.hall not be required, nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual pun 
ishimnt inflicted " It is Sherman's conten- 
tion that death by electricity is at least an 
unusual punishment It is of course impos- 
sible to tell what Mew the TJ. S courts will 
take of the word "unusual." There is in it 
room for any amount of interpretation, and 
the courts maj be sensible on the subject or 
they may be simply learned. The course 
taken will probably depend upon the influ- 
ences brought to bear, for there are strong 
influences at work in the case of Kemmler. 


Lawjer Sherman goes on to point out to 


tbe court that the execjtion may be inhu- 
maa and unnatural. ' The law m ew York 
provides that the press shall not publish de- 
tails of an execution. Sherman says that 
such an execution as the one proposed in 
Kemmler's case may be barbarous, and yet 
the reporter who should print the details 
might be sent to prison. It is his idea that 
a publeahon of the details is tlie only safe- 
guard against inhuman punishments. Such 
a report would rouse tlie people to a de- 
mand for a repeal of the law. 
In this view 


of the case, the press is with Mr. Sherman. 
While it is admitted that evil has resulted 
from sensational reports of past executions, 
yet it is insisted that much good has been 
done on the side of humanity. We think it 
it is always safer to let all the people know 
jnst what is going on. 


It was newspaper reports of hanging 


that set people to devising some less bar- 
barous method of taking life. Now it is 
barely possible that the new way is no bet- 
ter than the old; and if such is the case the 
papers want to tell the people in order that 
they may devise some better plan. And 
when the reporter is present, with liberty to 
publish the details, it insures more care OB 
tne part of the executioner. That worthy 
will then see that his apparatus is pntm the 
best working order. It is especially true
